Several of the Cars Being Badly Broke 


Up—The Engineer and Fireman 


Killed and Several Passen- 


ger* Seriously Injured. 


SOUTH CHARLESTON, 0., Jan. 23.—The 


worst wreck on the Panhandle foi 
years occurred here yesterday morn 
ing when train No. 2, running- 40 miles 
an hour, piled up on the track and in 
the adjoining fields about two miles 
from here. 
This train runs direc' 


from New York to St. Louis and is due 
here at 8U6 o'clock, but being an hour 
behind time was running- fast to inak 
up lost time when the crown sheet of 
the boiler was blown out, lifting the 
engine clear of the tracks and .tearing 
up the tracks for many yards. 


The explosion was probably caused 


by low water. The impetus of the 
train c .rried the cars over the torn-up 
track, pushing the forward coaches to 
right and left into the ditches along 
side 
the 
track. The 
baggage-ear 


and smoker went to the left, the 
mail coach to the right, the forward 
coach keeping 
the track. AH the 


trucks of these cars were piled under 
the fourth car. Not a ear was turned 
over nor telescoped, thus saving many 
lives. 


The engineer was found on the right 


side of the track near the second Pull- 
man and the fireman, with a hundred 
pound piece of iron on his body w 
found near the engine.

Making Earnest Effort* for the Admlnnlon 


of the Bod Crq»» Society Into Anatolia. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 
23. — United 


States Minister Terrell informs the 
representative of the United Press 
that he does not desire to make any 
statement in regard to the probability 
of the sultan's consenting to MissClara 
Barton's proposed distribution of re- 
lief to the Armenians in Asia-Minor, 
but the United Press has learned from 
other sources that Mr. Terrell is mak- 
ing earnest efforts, both at the palace 
and the porte, to secure the admission 
of the Red Cross society into Anatolia, 
with full permission to supply the 
needs of the starving and naked Ar- 
menians. .

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 23.—It is more 


than likely th»t Chairman Harrity will 
issne the official call for the National 
democratic convention within the next 
few days—either the latter part of this 
week or the beginning of next. 


Chairman Harrity has not yet se- 


lected the subcommittee of the demo- 
cratic national committee, which is to 
have exclusive charge of the manage- 
ment at the Chicago democratic na- 
tional convention. In response to th e 
question why, contrary to the usual I 
precedent, the party in power had 
fixed the date of its convention later 
than the party out of power, Mr. Har- 
rity said: 
. 
"It was suggested by some of the 


members of the Democratic national 
committee and other democrats of 
prominence, that inasmuch as we were 
living under a democratic national ad- 
ministration, we ought to precede 
rather than to follow the republican 
party in the nomination of candidates 
for president and vice-president. 


"To the minds of a majority of the 


member* of the committee, however, it 
appeared that while theoretically the 
democrats were in power in the coun- 
try, it had been demonstrated in state 
and congressional elections that the 
democratic party has been very largely 
in the minority. 
"People of a practical turn of mmd 


are likely to be governed by the actual 
condition of affairs rather than by 
theoretical ones. In one word, it was 
the condition, and not a theory that 
confronted the democratic national 
committee when they fixed a date sub- 
sequent to the meeting of the republi- 
can national convention as the one 
upon which their committee should 
muet.

WASHINGTON. Jan. 22.—The princi- 


pal feature of to-day's session in the 
senate was the speech of Senator Wol- 
cott (Col.) in condemnation of the pro- 
posed extension of the Monroe doc- 
trine and in criticism of the action of 
the-exeeutive and legislative depart- 
ments of the government on the Vene- 
zuelan question. 
With an ardor and 


eloquence that arrested the attention 
of senators on both sides of the cham- 
ber and crowds in the galleries Mr. 
Wolcott 
spoke 
of the 
aid given 


by Great Britain to the people of Vene- 
zuela in breaking the Spanish yoke 
and said that those who were to-day 
attacking Great Britain as if she were 
the oppressor of Venezuelan liberties, 
would do well to read the history of 
those early and bloody times. If it 
were not for the heroic and reckless 
valor of the British legion at one of 
the decisive battles in that war of in- 
dependence it was very possible, he 
said, that Venezuela would not now 
be free. He spoke 
contemptuously 


of the 
people 
of that 
republic, 


less than one per cent, of whom, he 
said, were white, the rest being In- 
dians, mulattoes and Zainbos 
And he 


expressed the hope that the boundary 
line would lie found where it would 
leave the rich gold fields of that region 
where the English-speaking miners 
would not be subject to the cupidity 
of Venezuelan harpies, but would bt 
under the shelter and protection o: 
the English common law 
He spoke 


of the diplomatic correspondence on 
the Vene/.uelan question as irritating 
of the president's message as ill-ad 
vised; and of the appointment of the 
commission, without invitation of the 
countries interested, as premature and 
hasty. The peroration, which wa 
heartily applauded, was in these words 


"May 
these two great nations of the 


same speech, traditions and lineage 
be found standing together, shoulde 
to shoulder, in the interests of human 
ity, %oth in compelling peace am 
awaiting the day when "nation shal 
no longer lift sword againt nation 
nor shall they learn war any more.'] 


The remainder of fo-day's session 


was occupied by a financial debate o 
the bond bill, with Ihe free comaff 
substitute, and at ,V,10 the senate at 
journed until to-morrow.

Story of the A»sanlt to Murder an Told 


by the Old Man—II. F. \Vooley Dis 
charged—No Verdict In the Bolr Bur- 
glary Case. 


In the circuit court there is now on 


trial one of the most important of crim- 
inal cases of the term—The People vs. 
Alvin and Benson England. 


ASSAULT TO MURDER TRIAL. 


Alvin England is now on trial in the 


circuit court, charged with assault to 
murder Andrew J. Bradshaw, a wealthy 
farmer of Austin township, and Benson, 
England, brother of Alvin, and son-in- 
law of Bradebaw, is also on trial as ac- 
cessory before the ftfct. State's At- 
torney Mills is assisted in the prosecu- 
tion by Attorney C. A. Ewing, and 
Attorneys I. A. Buckingham and W. E. 
Redman appear for the defendants, who 
are aone of William England, who in a 
Logan county farmer, having a farm of 
35 acres worth $2,500, and personal 
property worth 12,000. 


Andrew Bradsliaw ie 62 years of age. 


He was at home alone on July 29 last, 
when he was shot in the side and back 
by Alvin England, so it is charged. The 
England boys were arrested at Latham 
and brought to Decatur by Sbei iff Sey- 
fer, of Logan county, and N. T. Gasa- 
way, chairman of the Logan county 
board of supervisors. Mr. Bradshaw 
also came along that night ani was at- 
tended by Dr. Ira N. Barnes, who re- 
moved from bis body no less than 75 
birdshot. At the time of the assault 
the motive was said to bo to get the old 
man out of the way so the Englands 
could ge*t a slice of the estate. 


BBBDSHAW's STORY OP THE ASSAULT. 
At the preliminary hearing before 


Justice Peddecord held in July Mr. Brad- 
shew told this story of the assault made 
upon him:

I have lived in Austin township Since 


1801. Alvin England is no relation to 
pie. ttenson England, Alvin's brother, 
is my son-in-law. Henson lives a quarter 
of a mile northwest of my house in Lo- 
gan county, i live 100 back of the 
line in Austin. . Henson'a wife, my 
daughter, went away last Friday. Hen- 
sun was batching it at his home and 
Alvin was staying with him. 
Alvin 


staye there part of the time. 
Benson 


had two mares and four mule colts in my 
pasture all summer. 1 never before had 
any trouble with Henson. He has lived 
there three years and more. 
One day 


last spring Alvin and I bad a few words.* 
Henaon came to my house on Monday. 
I was alone. My wife wa9 away with 
Henaon's wife. My youngest boy was 
not at home at the time. He was away 
somewhere. Heuson came to the house 
about noon. Alvin waa not with him. I 
had been to Mt. Pulaski and cauie back 
with eoiae pork. On the way 1 came 
past Henson°s home, and offered him 
some pork 
He said he didn't want any, 


and I drove on home. When he came 
to the house I gave him some ot the 
pork. He started away with it. There 
were no unpleasant words. There was 
no one else there but Henson and I. 
Ilenson had been gone about tive 
minutes when he cauie back into the 
kitchen and said: "You have been talk- 
ing about me,'' I told him I had not, 
and asked him who had said I bad.

reply, 
but 
jerked 


off. his 
coat 
and 
threw 
it 
on 


the floor. 1 picked up a chair and 
told him to take to the door. HP picked 
up his coat and went out. 
He said 


nothing eacept "I know you don't like it 
because unf brother is around."

didn't say *ho told him I had been talk- 
ing about hkn.. Henson brought back 
the meat I fijve him. 
I told him to 


take the hoSfc out, of the pasture, and 
added "I'll try to take care of myself." 
Then Henson went away. 
There were 


no threats made on either side, and no 
blows struck. Did not see Alvin around 
the house then. 
In 10 or 15 minutes 


after Henson left I saw him again at 
the gate on a pony. He wanted to know 
what he owed uie for pasture. 
I told 


him nothing. 
He went to tbe pasture. 


In a few minutes, not moia than live, 
Alvin came to the house. 
He stood 25 


feet away and asked me to come and 
help him get the horses out of the 
pasture. I did not go 
Alvjn had 
-4 


double barrel ahotgbn. 
He went on up 


to where Henson was. 
Henson had 


rode into tho pasture to drive the horses 
up to the gate. Aivin came back to the 
house inside of 15 minutes. 
He came 


in, leaving the gun ok the porch. 
We 


talked about HenAn. 
Alvin stated 


that Benson 
was 
willing to apolo- 


gize, but 1 said I had nothing to apol 
ogize for. Aivin talked friendly with 
me 
He had a bottle of liquor and we 


both drank out of the bottle. Alrin 
was in the house about ten minutes be- 
fore he started out. There were no 
harsh word* between us. He went off 
the porch without taking bin gun with 
him. I called to him to come back and 
get it. I was then in tbe door. He 
came back and got the gun. He then 
went away around tbe comer of the 
house. Ho had been out of eight but a 
moment when be appeared again, com- 
ing toward me on a run, and calling out, 
"D—n you, do you say that"—failing to 
finish the sentence. At tbe same in- 
stant he pulled up the gun and fired 
directly at me. 
Instantly I turned 


quarter round and got tbe load in my 
left arm, side and back. I didn't say any- 
thing because I didn't have time. I fell 
on the porch in front of the door. I just 
had time to see Alvin with two or three 
jumps disappear around 
the house, 


whence he had come. Didn't know I 
was shot in the back. Saw I was bleed- 
in?, and when I came to, I wenttto tbe 
corner of the sitting room, 16 feet from 
the door to get my loaded, shotgun. 
That is all I can remembpr until I found 
myself standing at one end of the porch, 
leaning against the house. Don't know 
how long I had been standing there. I 
saw drops 01 blood on tbe porch. Can't 
tell just what time it was. It may have 
been two hours after I was shot. As far 
.as I know there was but one shot fired. 
I got to the home of my eon John, bait a 
mile distant; took my gun there and 


left It: was there about fir* minute*! 
when Jouu took me to Latham, where I, 
waa placed on tbe 3 o'clock train and 
taken to Lincoln. I didn't hare any 
gun before Alvin tired at me. I got it 
afterward. Here the oourl waa shown 
where the shot had entered tbe arm and 
back of Mr. Biadshaw.

It !• Called Acetylene and Insurance 


Compuuloii Krar It. 


A rumor that the board of under- 


writers of New York had refused to 
•write insurance «n buildings where tie 
newly-disco»ered acetylene was to be 
used w.is confirmed by an interview 
•with Mr. W. A. Anderson, superintend- 
ent of the New York boar 1 of fire in- 
surance underwriters. 


"You will be correct in stating," said 


Mr. Andorbon. "th.it we ha\c, not op- 
proved of acetylene gas or of the up- 
parptus which it is proposed to em- 
ploy for manufacturing it. With re- 
gard 10 putting it ap in cylinders, we 
can only say that it i& in tins form 
equo'1.1 dangerous, and espccioJly in 
cape of transportation. The board of 
underwriters in Philadelphia, where 
the interest in acetjlene started. ha\e 
also disapproved of the new pas." 


It was learned through other sources 


that Ihe board of underwriters had is- 
sued a special circular to the eflect that 
they refuse insurance on buildings 
using- acetylene gas. This action was 
taken upon the report of Prof. Henry 
Morton, of Stevens institute, an author- 
ity on the subject.

The substance of these reports, sus- 


tained by important evidence, is that 
British interests are reaching out for 
the control of the Nicaraguan canal, 
and that the government is being urged 
to annul the charter to the existing cor- 
poration. 


The reports of British intrigue in 


Nicaragua which have been sent to the 
state department are likely to receive 
serious attention before the transmis- 
sion of the report of the Nicaraguan 
commission to congress, and may give 
a sensational turn to the expected spe- 
cial message of the president on the 
subject.

for some years has been representing 
a syndicate of British capitalists who 
have control of nearly all the transpor-

! put the republic.

Mr. Morgan and his supporters have 


been recently suggesting that the 
United States and the Nicaragua Canal 


, company are altogether too slow in 
| pushing the work on the canal and that 


I the annulment of the existing charter 


I is justified by their delay. 


Their proposition is substantially 


that the government of Nicaragua with- 
draw the concessions granted to the 
American company and grant conces- 
sions to a British company for the con- 
struction of the canal. If this should ap- 
pear to be too brazen an 
inter- 


ference with the rights of the United 
States, men of Nicaraguaii birth might 
be put at the head of the new company, 
while British financiers controlled its 
actual operation and pulled the strings 
which would govern the movement o 
the native officials. 


It is believed in Nicaragua that the 


syndicate headed by Mr. Morgan does 
not expect to raise the 5100,000,000 nee 
essary to complete the canal without 
the backing of the British government 
and it is declared that this involves the 
most dangerous feature of .the situa- 
tion. 


The United States, it is believed, in 


such a case would not permit the Mon- 
roe doctrine to be construed so nar- 
rowly as to justify the increase of Eu- 
ropean power in Central America con- 
trary to the interests of the United 
States even with the consent of the of- 
ficials who temporarily might shape the 
policy of the country in which suchag- 
gressions took place. 


If the efforts of British capitalists to 


secure the annulment of the American 
charter seem likely to produce tangible 
results, representations of a serious na- 
ture are lilcely to bp made by the state 
department to tlie governments of both 
Nicaragua and Great Britain against 
extension of British influence in the 
construction of the canal.

NEW FUNERAL EQUIPMENT. 


Combined nearao and Carriage to Curtail 


Mvery Bills. 


A company has been formed at Bal- 


timore, Wd., to conduct, funerals upon 
a novel and economical plan. It will 
furnish a combined hearse and car- 
riage for conveying the remains and 
20 people. It is built something on the 
order of an omnibus, though bearing 
the somber appearance of a hearse. 


The front section is> to be set aside 


for the mourners, «ith an entrance on 
either side just back of the front 
wheels. There is a row of seats on each 
side of the doors to accommodate six 
persons. It is trimmed in black broad- 
cloth with heavy drapery. 


TheVrear compartment is separated 


from the front by asolid partition. The 
seats are placed lengthwise, as in a 
street car, and ha\ e a seating capacity 
for 14 persons. Friends of the family 
andxpall bearers occupy this compart- 
ment, the door being at the rear end 
of the vehicle. 


By this arrangement the friends will 


be entirely separated from the family 
in going from the home to the cemetery. 


The casket is on the top of the con-

The opposition of the Cherokee In- 


dian nation to the proposed change of 
form of their government was discussed 
at a conference the other day between 
Secretary Smith and the Cherokee dele- 
gation. The party consisted of Prin- 
cipal Chief Mayes, ex-Chief Harris, and 
Delegates 
Smallwood, 
Young and 


Benge. They made a vigorous protest; 
against the propositions of the Dawes 
commission, and urged that the change 
in form of government, if made now, 
would be very detrimental to their wel- 
fare. They cited the treaty stipulations 
made with them by the federal govern- 
ment, and ajsked that they remain in 
force for the present. 


In. support of this request it wtfjurged 


that many Indians do not understand 
the English language, and are largely 
ignorant of the laws «snd customs of the 
whites. Progress, however, had been 
made, and in course of time the Chero- 
kees would be adapted to and would 
favor the change of government and 
agree to divide their Innds iu severally. 


Secretary Smith told the delegation 


the aim of the government was to better

To Keep Them In^Good Condition Follow 


the Directions Here Given. 


Always stretch gloves out staooth 


;-nc! put in a box without doubling 
when removed from the hands. A nice 
addition to the 'glove box is a scented 
sachet, giving the gloves a delicate 
odor wlH<h worn. 


An error that is commonly made is 


tbat of mending kid gloves with sew- 
mg silk, as the silk cuts the kid and 
*hows the mend more plainly, while 
tine cotton thread gives a much more 
s-atisfactory result. If the gloves are 
torn, put a piece of silk of correspond- 
ing shade under the torn part, baste 
carefully ho as not to reveal tlie stitches 
on the right side and then draw up the 
lent ivith cotton thread. 


A lew good glove cleaners are rec- 


ommended, but it is generally better to 
send gloves to one who makes this his 
business than to experiment on them, 
lor. like the mending, it is a trade in 
itself. Rut. whenever you do. take 
warning by the fate of a nice pair of 
driving gloves we once bad, and never 
try to polish them up with French shop 
dressing. The way it came about, we 
read in fine of the papers that an appli- 
cation of this liquid would renew tbe 
vonth und beauty df old and badly 
soiled kid gloves, and deeming newspa- 
per lore to be relied upon, we put it 
into effect, but, alas! the result was a 
revelation. To be sure, there were no 
soiled spots remaining visible, but the 
sbine on those gloves made them posi- 
tively reflective, and the way they ad- 
hered to the reins turned our thoughts 
to agricultural fairs and molasses 
candy. In conclusion, we have only to 
say: Mend, patch, clean or wash your 
gloves, but never try
